vague arid imperfect up to the end of the 
eighteenth ctntury. Till then, indeed, 
all knoivledg-B utwin the auljjccl of our 
poptilnlion wan liltle more than conjec- 
ture. In the courae of the aeventeenth 
rentnry, the value of conecl information 
upon this intereiting head of inquiry be- 
gan to he felt and nek no v lodged : and in 
the fnlloTfinjt cenlury at tempt? were made 
to deduce the ittcrtaae, or otherwise, of 
the population from the difference be- 
tween the birtHa and burial* which had 
occurred in ench decennary period, com- 
parncinrr from the year 17(10. It 
ia clear that this plan alone, even if fob 
lowed with absolute accuracy, could not 
al any time be relied on foi exhibiting 
the actual numbers of the people, ainco 
one chief element of the computation, the 
number of tbe people existing al Ihe date 
from which the rorarialation commenced, 
wu unascertained.

Hence com put at ions from ouch 
materials could be considered ax approjt- 
imaiions only towards the establish men I 
of tlata upon this leading brunch of social 
ecnnnmy Previous, tq the cemtua of 
I UN I, there eiisled no iifirial returns of 
the population of either England or 
Srollnnd ; ami ihe eajlie-t enumeration 
in Ireland ttmk plexc in IH13. The an- 
iwcrs oblaincd under the Population 
Ac In which have liecn put in force 
during the present century bare, 
liijiYcver, rescued Ihe questinn of the 
amount of our population from 
the obscurity in which, it iru itreviounly 
involved, anil have furnished data of the 
moil valuable kind as the groundwnrk 
for various political calculations." 

Of England, Wales, and Scotland, the 
Aral census was taken in the year 1 801, 
and the second in 1B11 f of Great Ijntain 
and Ireland Ihe first was Uktn in 1 B21, 
the second in 11*31, ihe third in IBs], 
and the fourth is to be taken in the pre- 
sent year. 

The first census taken in New South 
Wales untier the nivl hoiity of the I^(jis!a- 
ture was in the year Mix, die numbers 
of the |Kipu!«(ion having previously been 
collected by what were called « General 
Musters," undeT the authority of Go- 
vernment Orders, and usually under the 
personal supervision of the GoviHKOB 
himself.

here been anticipated, and that a census 
is niwayi taken in this country in the 
same year us in the L'ni led "Kingdom. It 
is desirable, as he proposes, that this 
usage shntilii be established in all the 
colonial dependencies of the Uritiah 
frown ; and presuming that, under the 
inslructiona contained in Earl (Jbky's 
circular despatch, the colonies will una- 
nimously comply with a proposal in 
itself so reosonalile, there wi ll this year 
be obtained, fur (he first time in our 
national hi i tor), s connected view of the 
population of the whole British empire, 
as (t octtuJIy auhsisted, it not 
on the aariur day, at least in tbe same 
year. The tbIkl* <jf this new and inte- 
resting; feature in our imperial atatistica 
will lie appreciated by all thinking nun. 

Hut as its value must depend, of course, 
upon the accuracy of tbe enumerations 
and returns, it is ohriouily the duty of 
nil good cilixens to comply, cheerfully 
and in perfect good faith, with tbe re- 
| kpiiremcnts of tbe law under which the 
j census is to be taken. The census of 
I the colony of New South Wale* i« to be 
taken on Saturday next, the 1st March ; 
that is lo say, the returns are to include 
all persons who slept on the premises of 
the respective establishments on tbe 
night of Friday, the SBth rcuruary. 

Certainly no pains nave been 'stared 
by Ihe Executive Government for carry- 
ing out the provisions of the Act 
in the most perfect and expeditious 
manner or which the scattered 
nature of our population admits- 
A circular has been addressed by the 
Colosfal Sicbktast to Ihe several 
Police Magistralea, Benches of Magis- 
trales, and Commissioners of Crown 
Lands, explaining the nature of the 
duties devolving on them in this im- 
portant procedure. And the explanation 
■s an full, so explicit, so minute in every 
particular, that the most ordinary intel- 
lect can hive no difficulty in understand, 
ing what is to be done, and bow it is to 
bt carried out. There is reason lo hope, 
therefore, thai the census of the present 
year will be th( most complete and the 
mod occufate ever taken in Ihe colony. 



I It U important that heads of families 
and others should understand, that by 
the third section of the Act of Council, 
the collectors are authorised and tm- 
powered lo ash snob, questions of the 
, persons residing or being within 
I their respective districts, concerning 
1 themselves, and the number, sex, 
age, quality, class, education, religion, 
place of birth, and trade or calling, of the 
j persons constituting their respective 
families, or sojourning with them, and all 
such other particular* at shall be neces- 
sary to fill up the schedule ; and that 
every such person refuaixtg or neglecting 
to answer, or wilfully giving a false 
answer to any auch question, and every 
person in any way wilfully obstructing 
the collectors in the execution of their 
duties, shall, for every auch offence, for- 
feit and pay a sum not exceeding five 
pounds, nor leas than forty shillings, at 
the discretion of the Justice before whom 
the complaint thereof shall bo made. On 
lbs rather delicate subject <•-> <! r»n<liri..n 
there is, however, an exception; the col- 
lector* not being authorised to ask ques- 
tions nVrrcr/y on that bead, and no person 
" ject to a penalty for refusing to 
them should Uiey be put. 
at to all other questions, the 
circular enjaiins the collectors studiously 
to avoid everything likely to give offence. 
A Cop)- of the schedule is to be left at 
each house or establishment, on 
Dine day previous to Ihe 1st or March, in 
order that it may lie properly filled up by 
the householder at his leisure, and de- 
livered to the collector when called for. 
This, however, applies chiefly lo towns 
and the more populous districts. Ia thinly 
inhabited districts, and especially beyond 
the settled districts, th* Magistrates are 
allowed to adopt the course which they 
may deem most likely to secure the end 
desired. 

To prevent, as far as we can, 
the possibility of mistake on a point 
of no mil.,!! importance with re- 
ference to tbe conapletcnesa and accu- 
racy of the returns, we beg to repent, in 
Conclusion, that the schedule in which 
the names and other particulars of ench 
family or establishment arc lo be written 
dnsra. is to include every man, woman, 
and child, who shall ileep on the premises j 
on tbe night of Friday next, the 211th 
instant.
